If ASC was gulled, it can cn-!i my hluff if 
anyone than^ I'm bluffing. I have more letters from Campbell than I do fiTjE Russell, too. 
He wrote them foy Russell. 

All of t/iis coincides with one of those other stories I said I would offer ABC as 
m exclusive if something case of ny offer of the book.
